The SP600-JX I dragged home from ELgin ARCI RadioFest works great, 
even better after a little touchup alignment, but has one problem 
that seems out of place in an RX of this class. 


On the low BC band, a strong local at 780 KC lays severe cross-mod 
over a weak station at 840, less of it onto a medium strength 
station at 850, and tons of it over another powerhouse at 890. 


It isn't just simple spillover, cuz the 780 doesn' bother a 
medium-strong station at 820. More like a spurious set of 
responses. Possibly a set of sums and differences of various 
Chicago local station freqs -- I will write a simple program to 
enumerate the possibilities. 


I've checked the alignment of both RF stages, and there seems to 
be a normal amount of sharpness in the tuning, so I don't think a 
coil is open or anything like that. 


If I pull the 1st RF tube, I can still get most BC stations, and 

the intermod is gone. Replacing it and pulling the 2nd RF seems 

to get rid of the cross-mod, so it seems the 1st stage is the culprit. 
Swapping the two 6BA6s doesn't change anything. 


I can mostly get rid of the 850 cross-mod by turning the RF gain 
down till the desired station almost goes into the noise. 

But the tubes cut off into distortion before I can get rid of it 
on 890. 


I'm using a 65' Alpha-Delta Sloper antenna that does put a lot of 
signal into a set, but other BAs and even some riceboxes seem not 
to have this problem as bad. So tell me, Hammarlund lovers, is 
this to be expected, or is something subtle wrong with my set? 


Maybe I should replace the 1st RF with a 6AU6 sharp-cutoff? 


I wonder if Hammarlund wouldn't have had a better RX by making the 
1st RF stage just a passive tuned link, and putting a 12AT7 
cascode in the 2nd (now 1st) RF. Same for SX-42? 73, mike k w9nxd

The 227 is a type 27 tube built by RCA. There were companion 327's by 
Cunningham, 527's by DeForest (I think), and a bunch of standard 27 
manufacturers. If I remember my tube history correctly, in the early 
days RCA and the other manufacturers each took a series of 100 tube 
numbers to have their own special types. But, they all went to pot 

in a handbasket, and in the end settled for '27 as the generic type 
or just 27. 


The UX and UY bases were slightly different (don't remember exactly how, 
but may have been whether or not there was a locking pin in the side of 
the tube base). The UX may have been the push in version and the UY the 
twist-lock version, or vice versa. Others can shed more light on that. 
There may have been small differences in pin length and base material. 
My books are all elsewhere, right now, so I am scratching me grey matter 
to the limit on the details. 


The filament pins are the middle two of the four on one side of the base.

The thing has a 2.5vac indirectly heated cathode and was the standard 
receiving audio triode of the 20's. The companion '24 was the tetrode 
equivalent 2.5vac tube as used in all the early AC sets. 


The 27 makes one of the most excellent regenerative detectors of all time, 
because of the tremendous filament emission reserve, and the relatively 
high gain. 


It is a very common tube type, thank heavens, although the UX and UY 
types are the earliest ones and a bit more scarce. 


Generally, a very fine tube for Boatanchoring!
